vealed. 
It is worth while to add that his 


appearance shows an energy and intel- 
ligence greater 
than his

tells of. The little incident that I have 
related shows how great is his popu 
larity. He has, fram an early date of 
the war, been a favorite with the eastern 
people, and his ascendency is now com- 
plete, and his popularity' beyond prece- 
dent. lie is looked upon, and not unjustly, 
as one of the pillars of the Republic. We 
may add that there is rather more style 
in the Lieutenant General now-a-days, 
than was observed in him when he was 
the plainest of our Major Generals out 
West. Ilia dress is elegant, and he wears 
the three stars on ihe shoulder, to which 
his rank entitles him ; he rides a horse 
that would remind the school-boy of the 
Bucephalus that the young Alexander 
tamed ; and he bows his acknowledge- 
ments, as he rides, to the crowds that huz- 
zah at him lifting his high sugar loaf hat 
clear from his head.

A Jewish Marriage. 


[From the Now York Evening Post.] 


The 14th day of May having been duly 


set apart by Hebrew Canonical authority 
as the Lag Btr Omer, twenty or thirty 
marriages were celebrated on that occa- 
sion by the children of Israel resident in 
this city. In many instances the rites were 
performed at the homes of the brides elect. 
but in several cases they took place at the 
synagogues, and were witnessed by sever- 
al spectators, whom curiosity or some pro- 


" founder sentiment had called to the scene. 


A description of one of the wedding ser- 
vices is given below. 


On West Thirty-fourth street, a short 


distance from the stately tabernacle, stands 
the synagogue, humbler, yet more pecu- 
liar in its architecture, bearing over the 
door the inscription in Hebrew characters, 
" Q ' ' Snilsnin," commonly rendered, 
the " congregation of the chifdren of Je- 
shurun." 
The structure is still incom- 


plete, and all services, religious or other- 
wise, are conducted in the commodious hall 
in the rear basement. This is plainly fur- 
nished with wooden seats, in front of 
which is a model chancel, plainly decora- 
ted. 
At the back is a red curtain, bear- 


ing in the middle in gilt, the solitary de- 
vice of two equilateral triangles placed 
across each other, so that the angles are 
not greatly unlike the six points of a star, 
a monogram known ae ' ' the Shief of Da- 
vid." 


At this place yesterday afternoon were 


celebrated the nuptials of Mr. A. S. Cohen, 
editor of the Jewish Record, with the lady 
to whom he had been duly affianced in ac- 
cordance with the Hebrew usuage. A con- 
siderable number of well known citizens, 
friends and acquaintances, witnessed the 
ceremonies. At precisely one o'clock the 
bridegroom entered the hall, and advanc- 
ing to the chancel was greeted in turn by 
Rabbi Raphael and the chazen or seer, who 
was standing at the reading desk, await- 
ing his appearance. 
The contract of mar- 


rjage written in Hebrew, stipulating the 
rights and obligations of the parties, was 
produced, read and subscribed by the bride- 
groom and duly witnessed by the two cleri- 
cal gentlemen. The bridegroom then re- 
tired from the hall. 


A few moments afterwards the chazen, 


standing before the desk with his back to- 
ward the audience, all heads being covered 
in deference to the solemnity of the place 
and the occasion, chanted an invocation. 
Responses were made by a choir of boys, 
who wero_ seated at his right, and by 
several devout men in the congregation. 
Four young men advancing, took from the 
chancel, the chupeh or canopy, which was 
•of red cloth, and elevating it by staffs at 
the corners, bore it out in front. The 
bridegroom reappeared, and was saluted 
by the chazon with an ode of welcome. He 
took his place on the southern side, under 
the canopy, and the rabbi advancing, took 
his stand on the northern side. 


A slight noise from the remoter corner 


attracted attention. The door opened and 
the bride, elegantly ciad and covered with 
the white vail, came out, followed by a file 
of women, and advanced to her place un- 
der the canopy at the east. The chazen 
greeted this procession with an epithala- 
miuin — a song which was given with much 
earnestness. The audience grouped close 
around, in some confusion, but resumed 
their seats, when, after he had concluded, 
Rabbi Raphael directed them to do so. 
The Rabbi then addressed himself to the 
bridegroom, declaring his approval and 
sanction of the alliance ; after which he al- 
so spoke to the bride. A silver cup was 
produced, and handed by the chazen to the 
bridegroom, who then drank and returned 
it ; the bride's mother took it and gave it 
to the bride. The ring was then produc- 
ed and placed by the bridegroom on the 
lady's finger, with the declaration that she 
was now sanctified to him in a holy union, 


• according to the law of Moses and of Isra- 


el. The rabbi then blessed them, wished 
them happiness and numerous children, a 
long life, and the sight of their children's 
children around them. The cup was again 
produced, and given this time first to the 
bride, from whom it was taken to the bride- 
groom. As he returned it to the chazan 
he hurled a glass or porcelain vessel to the 
floor, and the congregation immediately 
arose and left the synagogue. Till this 
moment the.bridegroorn had not touched 
the hand of his future companion, except 
to place the ring ; and we were told had 
not seen her at any time on that day.

To avoid all annoyance 
from this source, make a soft halter 
suitable for the colt's head, and hitch it to 
a strong fence, or some other place, where 
it cannot run around a post and wind the 
rope up. It may pnll tor several hours, 
but will soon learn to stand. As soon as 
accustomed to the halter, the colt may be 
taught to lead, by placing the dam a few 
rods distant from where it is hitched and 
leading it toward her. It will be "impos- 
sible to lead a colt away from its dam un- 
til it has become well accustomed to the 
halter. By spending a little time with a 
colt, treating it with the greatest gentle- 
ness, it may be taught to travel by the 
side of its dam, wherever she goes. 


Tie the colt's halter to the backhand 


of the dam's harness, EO that it can just 
reach her udder. 
This length of halter 


will prevent the coly running forward of 
the mare when she is traveling. In a few 
days it will become «o gentle, that any 
one can put on the halter and handle it. 
When colts are not accustomed to the hal- 
ter until they are two or more years old, 
they are frequently very hard to manage. 
But if taught to lead when quite young, 
they can often be changed from one place 
to another, with little difficulty, and will 
be much more manageable. 


The Art of Shearing Sheep. 


It is essential to good shearing Jo cut 


the wool but once, to shear smoothly and 
very close, to keep the fleeces'whole, and 
to avoid cutting the sheep. When a shear- 
er does not shear smoothly, bnt cuts a por- 
tion of the wool two or three timts, there 
is not only a loss in the weight of the fleece, 
or if the clippings be included in th« fleeae, 
a loss in its value to the manufacturer, but 
much time is consumed in making the 
sheep look smooth. When the fleeces are 
torn to pieces by unskillful handling or 
the floundering of tho sheep, it is impossi- 
ble to do them up neatly and show ihe 
wool to advantage. 
The chief difficulty 


in shearing sheep arises from their strug- 
gling. To prevent this, some tie their 
legs ; but this practice is-quite objectiona- 
ble, and_no good shearer will adopt it- 
Sheep will kick and flounder bnt little if 
they be managed gently and carefully. 
Every shearer should have a mattress of 
straw, at least five feet square, and so thick 
that his knees will not feel the floor while 
shearing a sheep. The object of the mat- 
tress is also to make it easier for tL»sh eep. 
Laid on a hard floor sheep will make des- 
perate efforts to gain their natural position, 
and if jammed down violently on the floor, 
or boxed, or held uncomfortably beneath 
the knees, as they often are by unskillful 
shearers, instead of keeping quiet thqy 
flounder and 
kick worse and 
worse. 


Placed on a mattress, their position is com- 
paratively easy; and if handled gently, 
the fleeces will be torn but little. The 
sheep pen should be well littered with 
straw to prevent carrying much dirt on 
the shearing floor; and gheep alwa- fs shear 
better if they are full and round thl in when

for a crop of buckwheat where the soil is 
heavy, it is often so dry and hard, and 
breaks up in such large lumps and clods, 
that many farmers in waiting for rain to 
moisten the soil previous to plowing, are 
compelled to defer seeding until it is too 
late. But if the soil be plowed in the 
spring, it will become dry and hard by the 
time it is tu be plowed the second time, but 
it will be moist and mellow; and the grain 
will vepetate soon. 


Every intelligent farmer who is located 


>!i a heavy soil, that is apt to plow up 
umpy, understands the importance of 
slowing it when it is just moist enongh to 
urn up mellow. Buckwheat cannot be 
jxpected to vegetate in time, and flourish 
uxuriantly, and yield a enumerating crop 
when the soil is a moss of dry lumps. 


Pore Batter. 


The fresh sweet pastures of June, fur- 


nishing that abundance of succulent feed 
which new milch cows need to give rich 
milk in abundance, make thia month pre- 
jminently the butter month. Wo present 
lerewith the views of a good butter ma- 
ler: " I am very particular about thor- 
oughly scalding and Running my pans in 
liot weather; do not fill them more than 
half full, and skim after the milk thickens 
sufficiently so that the cream will come off 
smooth without taking any milk with it, 
which, I think, is apt to make curdles in 
the butter, and that injures the looks of it. 
Churning should be done every day, if 
sufficient cream be obtained. If not, the 
cream in the pot should be thoroughly 
stirred whenever any is added, and I add 
a little salt, which certainly is not a bad 
idea. I design, when I churn, to have 
the cream the right temperature, neither 
too warm rior too cold, BO as to avoid put- 
ting in any warm or cold water, and ai 
soon as it is gathered I take it out and 
wash it in cold water until it is thorough- 
ly freed from buttermilk; salt it to my 
taste, and set in a cool place until the next 
more "rag, when I work it over again until 
it presents a firm and uniform appearance. 
Last'summer I worked my butter three 
times before packing. At the last work- 
ing I add a small quantity more of salt. 
Aftvr packing it smoothly I sprinkle a 
table spoonful of sugar and a little salt 
over the top between every layer, and ap- 
ply <Jn the top of that a cloth pressed down 
closi -ly to keep the air from it during the 
time jtbat must intervene before the pack- 
ing of the next layer. After the jar or 
firkin is well filled, I pmt the cloth on the 
top aiid apply another thicker one, and fill 
up with ealt packed tightly, and even with 
the tpp of the jar; then lay on another 
cloth to fit the top. I also put another one 
over the jar and have it come over the edge 
and paste it tight to the jar, then put on a 
hx«ar4 and weight. Or another way: In- 
stead; of putting in salt I take melted but- 
ter and turn ia on the thin cloth even full
